GENEVA, April 24 (AP) — 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov said tonight Russia be- 
lieves the most important job 
of the Geneva conference is to 
bring about an armistice in Indo- 
china and establish a unified 
Korea. 


The Soviet diplomat and his 
Red Chinese counterpart, Chou 
En-lai, arrived separately by air 
today for the parley on Asian 
affairs scheduled to open here 
Monday, a parley at which Red 
China seeks recognition as the 
= of the Big Four in world 
fairs. 

Molotov’s statement was is- 
sued in Russian at the head- 
quarters of the Soviet delega- 
tion, the Metropole Hotel. 

“The question of Korea and 
the question of Indochina will 
be considered at this confer- 


ence,” it said. “The important 
fact cannot be overlooked that, 
for the first time in a number 
of years, representatives of all 
the great powers—France, Great 
Britain, the United States, the 
Chinese People’s Republic and 
the Soviet Union — will take 
part in an international confer- 
ence. 
Korean Unity. 

“The Soviet delegation will 
exert all its strength to bring 
about, in a peaceful way, the 
unity and independence of a 
democratic Korea which is re 
quired in order to strengthen 
the peace in the Far East and 
in the entire world. Also, the 
Soviet delegation believes a 
‘most important job of the Ge- 
neva conference will be to bring 
about peace in Indochina by giv- 
ing liberty, freedom and na-

Meanwhile, there was specula- 
tion the loyal forces marching 
northward from the Indochinese 
kingdom of Laos may be on 
their way to relieve the pres- 
sure against the encircled for- 
tress. 

French-Laotian troops were 
reported to have reached the 
curve of the Nam Ou river about 
18 miles south of Dien Bien Phu. 
French Army sources here would 
not disclose the objective of this 
northward movement from the 
Loatian royal capital at Luange 
Prabang. 

French Counter-Attack. 


The French counter-attack in- 
side the fortress came after the 
Vietminh took time out to con- 
solidate their newly won posi- 
tions in the north corner. 

A French communique | said 
the defenders had @ calm 
night” after bloody fighting. 
After capturing the northern 
Half of the main airstrip, the 
Vietminh threw up earthworks 
and dug deep trenches around 
the new area they had captured. 

A mist hung over the for- 
tress today. The French hoped 
for clearing weather to permit 
new waves of bombers and 
fighters to blast at the enemy. 

U. S. Bombers in Action. 


The French Navy announced 
that American Corsair fighter- 
bombers which an American car- 
rier delivered to Viet Nam Sun- 
day already have gone into ac- 
tion at Dien Bien Phu.

A Navy spokesman said every 
available plane is being thrown 
{nto the battle. Included are 
squadrons of Hellcats and Hell- 
divers from the French carrier 
Arromanches, operating off the 
north coast.

FRENCH CABINET GIVES 
BIDAULT A FREE HAND 
IN GENEVA NEGOTIATIONS 


PARIS, April 24 (AP). 


HE French cabinet today 
T gave Foreign Minister 

Georges Bidault a free 
hand to negotiate for France 
at the Geneva conference 
opening Monday. 


By giving him carte blanche 
on handling negotiations on 
Indochina and Korea, the ca- 
binet headed off a crisis which 
might have resulted in a col- 
lapse of Premier Laniel’s gov- 
ernment. Four Gaullist mem- 
bers had opposed the govern- 
ment policy. 


Bidault will still have to 
operate along general policy 
lines laid down by Laniel but 
he will not have to get cabi- 
net approval for each step he 
takes during the conference. 


Laniel has declared France 
will miss no opportunity to 
reach a peaceful settlement 
in Indochina so long as the 
security and independence of 
the three Indochinese states 
are not endangered.

FAIRFORD, England, April 24 
(UP)—An American B-47 Strato- 
jet bomber running out of gas 
but unable to land because of 
jammed wheels was refueled in 
flight yesterday with less than 
10 minutes to spare, the Air 
Force disclosed today. 

With the new fuel supply Capt. 
Logan A. Douglas of Sault Ste. 
Marie, Mich., was able to take 
time to carry out a carefully- 
planned emergency landing. He 
finally brought the $4,000,000 
plane down safe almost two 
hours after he sent his distress 
message. 

Capt. William E. Waggoner of 
Little Rock, Ark., flew a KC-97 
refueling plane and carried out 
the gassing of the giant bomber 
through a lowered hose.

PRESIDENT SAYS 
INDOCHINA I 
TESTING GROUND 


Asserts Russia and Red 
China Try to Make 
Pawns of Peoples in 
Southeast Asia.

LEXINGTON, Ky., April 24— 
President Eisenhower charged 
in a speech in Lexington yester- 
day that the Soviet Union and 
Comunist China are trying to 


miake pawns ‘of the peopies of 
Indochina and Southeast Asia. 

The President told the 175th 
convocation at Transylvania, Col- 
lege that Indochina has become 
the “testing ground” between 
Communism and the free world. 

His address came at the close 
of a day of touring Kentucky. 
Afterward he flew to Augusta, 
Ga., for the weekend. Earlier 
he had visited Fort Knox and 
the Abraham Lincoln birthplace 
in Hodgenville, Ky. 

U.S. Can’t ‘Live Alone.’ 

At the outdoor convocation at 
Transylvania, the President told 
a crowd of several thousand per- 
sons that the United States “‘can- 
not live alone in the world.” 

“The words Dien Bien Phu,” 
the President said, “are no 
longer just a funny-sounding 
name to be dismissed from the 
breakfast conversation because 
we don’t know where it is or 
what it means. We begin to 
understand that In a far-off cor- 
ner of the globe is an agony of 
conflict where, no matter how 
it started, has become again a 
testing ground between dictator- 
ship and freedom, a desire on 
the one side to give a people 
the right to live as they shall 
choose and on the other side to 
dominate them and make them 
mere additional pawns in the 
machinations of a power-hungry 
group in the Kremlin and in 
Chin 

“And then we begin to under- 
stand why the special conflict is 
of such importance to us. When 
we begin to picture the possi- 
bility of more hundreds and mil- 
lions starting with this neck in 
the bottle in Indochina, spread 
over all southeast Asia and 
through the great islands of the 
Pacific, then we begin to get 
an understanding of what your 
representatives in international 
conferences are striving to pre- 
serve for you.” 

“At the speaker’s stand with 
the President, as he talked of 
the battle the French forces are 
putting up for Dien Bien Phu 
and the rest of indochina, was 
France’s ambassador to the 
United States, Henri Bonnet. 

Also on the stand was former 
vice president Alben W. Bark- 


ley. 
Quotes Henry Clay. 

The President spoke of Henry 
Clay, a Senator from Kentucky 
in the last century whose home 
stands in Lexington, and re- 
called that Clay once said: 

“Government is a trust. The 
officers of the Government are 
its trustees,.and both the trust 
and trustees were created for 
the benefit of the people.” 

Mr. Eisenhower said Clay 
summed up in that one sentence

Promoters described Canter- 
bury Gardens as a $9,000,000 
project Financing plans called 
for a 32-year, 4 per cent mort- 
gage, to be held as an invest- 
ment by the comptroller of New 
York state as trustee of the New 
York state employes’ retirement 
system. 

When the project got under 
way in 1950 Kanter was de- 
scribed in promotion publicity 
as the “boy wonder of housing.”

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
—Guy T. O. Hollyday, recently

Feel No Responsibility. 

Furthermore, said Olney, 
“They think they have no re- 
sponsibility for victims of these 
swindles ... that they can wash 
their hands of all the responsi- 
bilities as long as the Govern- 
ment’s financial liability is pro- 
tected.” 


Hollyday’s resignation, which 
the White House requested near- 
ly two weeks ago, was accompa- 
nied by allegations of wide-

REPORTS NEW JET 
ENGINE DOUBLES 
POWER OF OLD ONE 


WATERTOWN, Conn., April 
24 (AP) — The Air Force dis- 
closed last night it is develop- 
ing a jet engine with more than 
twice the power of any now in 
use. 

Secretary of the Air Force 
Harld Talbott said “we are work- 
ing on engines in the neighbor- 
hood of 25,009 pounds of 
thrust.” 

The most powerful engine 
currently in use is about 10,000 
pounds. A pound of thrust is 
equal to about one horsepower. 
Talbott made the disclosure in 
an address at a Robert A. Taft 
memorial lecture. 

He also said that in addition 
to the standard jet engines 
designers are working on ram 
jet designs (a ram jet is a sim- 
ple, stovepipe-like device using 
high speed to produce pressure 
for combustion of fuel), pulse 
jets (like the power for the buzz 
bombs used in World War II) 
and rocket engines. 

He said of some of these types 
that “it is difficult to put an 
upper limit”? on the sible 
power they might develop but 
that “I have heard engineers 
talk of thrusts well over 100,000 
pounds.”

The reports for the initial 
quarter of 1954 are the first to 
focus sharply on the business 
downturn that began several 
months ago. Profits for many 
companies also were down in 
the fourth quarter of 1953 but 
they were lumped with results 
for the full year which on the 
average showed a gain of better 
than 10 per cent for all of 1952. 

An Associated Press compila- 
tion of 150 corporations making 
financial reports for the first 
quarter shows a total of $454,- 
575,000 in profits compared with 
$513,097,000 in the corresponc- 
ing three months last year. 


Many of industry’s biggest 
money makers such as General 
Motors, Standard Oil Co, (New 
Jersey), U. S. Steel and Beth- 
lehem still are to be heard from, 
and their reports many change the 
percentage but are not expected 
to change the trend. 

While the profit decline of 
nearly 12 per cent jis substan- 
tial, it still could be described 
as mild, as it is axiomatic in 
economics that profits usually 
drop at a faster rate than sales 
or business volume. 

When broken down into cate- 
gories, the reports show a con- 
trasting pattern, with some in- 
dustries making substantial gains 
over the figures of a year ago, 
with others dewn rather sharply. 

The first’ three aircraft man- 
ufacturing companies to report 
had earnings nearly double 
those of a year ago, seven biz 
food companies’ earnings were 
up nearly 14 per cent, five oil 
companies 19 per cent, and 
seven pulp and paper companies 
24 per cent.

NEW DELHI, April 24 (AP) 
—Prime Minister Nehru called 
on the United States, Britain, 
Russia and Red China today to 
enter into a pact at Geneva 
agreeing not to intervene direct- 
ly or indirectly in Indochina, 

He made his proposal in a 
statement before the Indian 
Parliament. 

In a five-point program for 
ending the seven-year Indochina 
war, Nehru also asked that the 
big powers “desist from further 
threats and stepping up the 
war,” give priority at Geneva 
for a cease-fire, proclaim com- 
plete independence for Indo- 
china, and: initiate direct nego- 
tiations to end the fighting. 

India Welcomes «Talks. 

He told the Parliament India 
welcomed the scheduling of next 
week's Geneva talks to seek a

centering in Korea and Indo- 
china. His country, he declared, 
was “interested and concerned” 
in Indochina, and the Indian 
aim was “to create peace” 
there.

Modern science has spread 
into so many branches and 
specializations that “nominations 
for priorities in science “are im- 
possible, Dr. Charles Allen 
Thomas, president of Monsanto 
Chemical Co., said in an address 
at the library dedication to his 
mother, Mrs. Frances Carrick 
Thomas, who was present. 

“T can hear the nuclear physi- 
cists, the chemists, astronomers, 
physiologists and the physicians 
each declaring, in a- jargon 
strange to any but its own mem- 
bers, that his specialty is of 
paramount importance,” Dr. 
Thomas observed. “One could 
well ask, ‘Are we building a 
Tower of Babel in science?’ 
What is needed is an integration 
of all intellectual effort, to learn 
if there is any universal meas- 
rogress.” 

Pointing out the bewildering 
effect on man of reports of nu- 
clear weapons of great power 
and tremendous potentialities in 
modern living through the same 
power sources, Dr. Thomas re- 
marked, “This, I believe, is the 
classic dilemma of our era.” 
“Times of great stress accen- 
tuate the truth that material 
things and scientific knowledge 
alone are not enough. An under- 
standing mind is not enough; 
we must learn to have an un- 
derstanding heart.” 

Speaks at Hodgenville. 
Earlier at Hodgenville, the 
President outlined in a speech 
what amounted to his conception 
of the qualities of leadership an 
American President requires in 
this time of crisis. 

The President spoke at the 
reputed Lincoln birthplace cab- 
in and talked. ostensibly about 
the ingredients of Lincoln’s lead- 
ership, such as forebearance, 
patience and lack of a dictatorial 
or “Napoleonic” attitude. 

Mr. Eisenhower's words clear- 
ly applied to 1954 as much, as 
to 1861. What he said publicly 
today he had previously said in 
private many times in speculat- 
ing on the reason Lincoln and 
Washington—his favorite prede- 
cessors—were successful Presi- 
dents. 7 

The one thing that made Lin- 
coln and Washington great Pres- 
idents, he believes, is that each 
had one great purpose and stuck 
to it—the launching of the Re- 
public in Washington case and 
the preservation of the Union in 
Lincoln's. 

“I would like to remind you 
of the methods he (Lincoln) used 
in leadership,” the President 
told a crowd of several hundred 
persons at the Lincoln Memorial 
Building. 

“You can find no instance 
When he stood up in public and 
excoriated another American. 
You can find no instance where 
he is reported to have slapped 
or pounded the table and struck 
the pose of a pseudo-dictator or 
of an arbitrary individual... 
never did he fall into the false 
habit of striking a Napoleonic 
attitude at any time and under 
any provocation.” 

Mr. Eisenhower remarked that 
Lincpln had two or three char- 
acteristics of which “I think most 
of us could now remind our- 
selves with profit.” They were 
leadership, patience and under- 
standing.

Monsoon rains the past week 
turned the bowl-shaped battle- 
field into a swamp of red mud, 
hampering French warplanes 
and bogging down field arma- 
ment. 

The French defenses stil] in- 
tact covered an area less than 
a mile across last night. This 
was a tiny target for planes that 
must parachute in all food, 
medicine and war supplies. All 
escape routes from the remote 
mountain position have been 
blocked by the encircling Viet- 
minh masses. 

The French news agency, in 
a dispatch from Saigon, said 
more paratrooper. reinforce- 
ments from France arrived at a 
secret Viet Nam air base yester- 
day. United States Air Force 
Globemasters ferried the troops 
on a three-day, 8500-mile flight 
which skirted India. The first 
transport landed yesterday. 

Between rain storms yesterday 
tons of ammunition and medi- 
cal supplies, including surgical 
equipment, was dropped on Die 
Bien Phu. The airlift was de- 
scribed as a boon for the hun- 
dreds of wounded in a make- 
shift underground hospital. 


Senator Urges Geneva Take Up 
Cambodia Massacre. 
WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
— Senator Mansfield (Dem.,), 
Montana, told the Senate yester- 
day the Communist massacre of 
helpless train passengers in 
Cambodia should be considered 
qby the Geneva conference and 
the United Nations. 


Mansfield referred to a guer- 
rilla raid on a train April 12 in 
which Communist forces killed 
100 train passengers, including 
many women, children and aged. 

Satirically, he said this was a 
fine sample of the sincerity of 
Communist offers of peace and 
treatment of the common peo- 
ple. He said an investigation 
would put the spotlight on Ho 
Chi Minh, Communist Vietminh

FIRST OF RED SPY TRIALS 
BEGINS IN NORTH NORWAY 


TROMSO, Nofway, April 24 
(AP)—A Soviet citizen of Nor- 
wegian descent was brought to 
trial yesterday in Vardo, north- 
ern Norway, in the first of a 
series of scheduled trials of al- 
leged Soviet spies. 


Edvin Bernhardovich Hansen 
is charged with illegal entry 
into Norway on false identifiga- 
tion papers and with having at- 
tempted to hire Norwegians for 
Soviet intelligence. The case is 
being heard behind closed 
doors. 

Hansen was arrested last year 
after Soviet intelligence Lt. 
Gregori Feodorovich Pavlov es- 
caped to Norway and applied 
for political asylum. Pavlov told 
Norwegian authorities of a 
widespread Soviet spy network 
in the northern provinces bor- 
dering on the Soviet Union. 


RUSSIANS FIRE AT E. GERMAN 
POLICEMEN FLEEING TO WEST 


ERLIN, April 24 (AP)— 
Soviet soldiers fired tommyguns 
at two unarmed East German 
peoples’ police deserters yester- 
day but missed, West Berlin 
police headquarters said. The 
policemen, in civilian clothes, 
fled into the British sector and 
asked for political asylum. 


The West Berlin tipster serv- 
ice Information West reported 
today that Russian troops and 
Soviet secret police exchanged 
shots recently at Brandenburg 
airfield barracks in East Ger- 
many. 

There was no official con- 
firmation of the report, which 
said the Soviet police were 
investigating anti-Moscow leaf- 
lets found on the premises. The 
agency said several Russian 
soldiers were wounded.

In a note handed to Austral- 
fan Charge d’Affaires Brian Hill 
in Moscow yesterday, the Rus- 
sians announced the break. 
They demanded Petrov be hand- 
ed over as a swindler and em- 
bezzler and accused the Austral- 
ians of kidnapping his wife. 

Planes Booked Solid. 

Passage on all commercial 
flights out of Australia was al- 
ready booked solid, so it was 
not known when the people 
connected with the Soviet Em- 
bassy here could get out of the 
country. These include 19 staff 
members, 19 wives and 13 chil- 
dren. There also is the Sydney 
correspondent of the Soviet 
news agency Tass, Victor Anto- 
nov, who had been recalled 
even before the break but had 
not yet succeeded in booking 
passage. 

Meanwhile, the staff was de- 
stroying documents they could 
not carry with them in their 
exodus from Australia. Indoor 
fireplaces apparently were in- 
adequate for the task, Men and 
women were seen carrying bags 
and buckets filled with papers 
and books to a secluded spot in 
the Embassy garden, where a 
huge fire was burning. 

One Embassy employe stood 
by with a garden hose ready in 
case the fire got out of. hand. 
Another stirred the embers with 
a pitchfork. 

Onlookers who tried to peer 
through the hedge got the hose 
turned on them. A photographer 
was driven off by’a threatening 
jab from the pitchfork wielder. 

No Official Comment. 

The Government here has 
made no official comment on 
the Soviet break. Prime Min- 
ister Robert G. Menzies said he 
would wait until he had studied 
the text of the note being ra- 
dioed from Moscow. 

Generalov’s jurisdiction ex- 
tended to New Zealand as well 
as Australia. There was no in- 
dication of what was to be done 
about diplomatic representation 
to New Zealand. 

Britain will handle Australian 
affairs in Moscow. Russia de- 
manded that Charge d’Affaires 
Brian Hill, top-ranking Austral- 
ian envoy to the-Kremlin, leave 
with the five-member embassy 
staff immediately. 

Australia already had rejected 
the demand for the return of 
Petrov when it was made ear- 
lier by Generalov.

Oppenheimers Closely Shadowed 
On Quick Train Trip to New Jersey

TRENTON, N. J., April 24 
(INS)—I found and dined and 
chatted with Dr. J.. Robert Op- 
penheimer for three and a half 
hours last night under the watch- 
ful eyes of two mystery men 
who followed his every move. 

The whereabouts of the world- 
famous scientist who was a 
leader in building the first 
atom- bomb had been cloaked in 
mystery since the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission announced his 
suspension on April 12 on 
charges of being a security risk. 

Oppenheimer, 50 years old, 
and his wife, Kitty, invited the 
reporter into their private com- 
partment aboard a_ speeding 
train from Washington when 
he discovered their presence.

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Monitoring Phone Calls Is Legal, 
Making Them Public Restricted 


Can Be 


Law Reads Party on Other End of Line 
Must Give Consent Before Record 


Disclosed. 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
—What does the law say about 
the monitoring of telephone 
calls? 
It says (in the Federal Com- 
munications Act of 1934) that if 
a call is recorded it cannot be 


made public without the consent 
of the party on the other end of 
the line. But it does not make 
the act of recording illegal. 

That opinion, which squares 
with the understanding of gov- 
ernment lawyers familiar with 
communications statutes, was 
handed down by attorney Ray 
Jenkins yesterday after a day of 
wrangling over the monitoring 
at the Pentagon of a phone con- 
versation between Senator Jo- 
seph R. McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, and Secretary of the 
Army Robert T. B. Stevens. The 
talk had been taken down in 
shorthand by a Stevens aid 
listening in. 

Jenkins, counsel for the Sena- 
tors investigating the McCarthy- 
Pentagon row, put the legal situ- 
ation this way: “It is not a vio- 
lation of the law to monitor... . 
It is a violation to divulge with- 


out the consent of the Senator 
(McCarthy).” 

McCarthy, in his first explo- 
sive-reaction when he discovered 
his call had been monitored, had 
called the action “illegal” as well 
as “indecent.” si 

Last night he was taking the 
position that the investigators 
should subpena all records of 
phone conversations in the dis- 
pute and introduce into evidence 
all those deemed pertinent, with- 
out asking the consent of any- 
one. This would appear to con- 
flict with the view that under 
the law consent must be ob- 
tained. 

The stenographer who took 
down the McCarthy-Stevens 
phone talk was not operating un- 
der a restriction which the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion laid down about five years 
ago with regard to the use of 
automatic recording devices on 
telephones. 

The FCC ruled that when such 
machines were used they must 
emit a “beep” every 15 seconds 
to warn the person at the other 
end of the line. 

But a stenographer doesn’t 


have to beep.

YOSHIDA WINS 
PRUPIAL VOTE IN 
IAPANESE HOUSE 


Premier Rides Out 
Storm of Opposition 
Arising Mainly Out of 


Domestic Issues. 


TOKYO, April 24 (AP)—The 
Japanese House of Representa- 
tives today defedted a no-confi- 
dence motion against the pro- 
American Administration of 
Prime Minister Yoshida. 

The victory for the “old fox” 
of Japanese politics was by a 
vote margin of 228 to 208. The 


no-confidence motion was based 
mainly on domestic issues. The 
75-year-old Prime Minister had 
fought and won against violent 
opposition, scandal and the al- 
most solid opposition of the 
press. 

All of Japan's major newspa- 
pers and most of the smaller 
ones had denounced Yoshida as 
a power-hungry old man who 
should step down. 

2Q Progressives Walk Out. 

The decision came after more 
than 20 Progressives — Japan's 
second conservative party — 
walked out of the House to give 
Yoshida’s Liberal (conservative) 
party a majority against the So- 
cialist motion. 

The action followed a night 
and a day of behind-the-scenes 
negotiations. What price Yo- 
shida paid for the Progressive 
walkout—if any—was not re- 
vealed. . " 

The Prime Minister may have 
won Progressive votes simply by 
threatening to dissolve’ the 
Diet (parliament) and call for 
new elections if defeated. In 
the present political temper, it 
was believed the Liberals would 
suffer heavily in an election and 
that the Progressives would be 
almost wiped out—at the ex- 
pense of wide right and left So- 
cialist gains, 

The Progressives probably 
would not flinch from an elec- 
tion but as sincere conserva- 
tives, they would not want to 
turn the Government over to 
the parties of the left. 

Shipping Scandals. 

Shipping scandals touched off 
the Government crisis last Janu- 
ary when disclosures linked Lib- 
eral party, and some Progres- 
sive, leaders to wealthy ship- 
builders who were getting sub- 
sidies to restore Japan's mer- 
chant marine. 

There have been more than 
100 arrests, confessions and in- 


with most of the evidence point- 
ing to large scale kickbacks to 
party leaders. 

Today’s victory gives Yoshida 
a Breather in the political fight. 
It had generally been assumed 
he might step down voluntarily 
after the scandals investigations 
are cleaned up. He has sched- 
uled a trip to Britain and Amer- 
ica later this spring. It was un- 
derstood he would like to make 
this voyage as Japan's leader. 

The 466-seat diet, which has 
four vacancies, is made up of 
229 liberals, 75 progressives, 135 
left and right Socialists, with 
the rest splinter groups of in- 
dependents, including one Com- 
munist. 

Yoshida, with just less than a 
majority, has ruled with help 
from the Progressives, who 
share his general views under 
normal conditions.

Under the agreement, KXOK, 
Inc., and Missouri Valley :Tele- 
vision Co. withdrew their appli- 
cations for a Channel Four sta- 
tion-in return for stockholders’ 
options to buy 49 per cent inter- 
est in KWK. 

The FCC also ruled yesterday 
that no interest in KWK, Inc., 
shall be transferred to Elzey M. 
Roberts, Sr., chief stockholder 
of KXOK, inc., or any member 
of his family if any of them re- 
tain an interest in a standard 
broadcasting station here with- 
out the FCC’s written approval. 

Objections filed by Signal Hill 
Television Corp., operators of 
UHF television station WTVI in 
Belleville, to the KWK grant 
were rejected by the commis- 
sion. 

Post-Dispatch Station, 
KSD-TV, operating on Channel 
5, is presently the only Very 
High Frequency television sta- 
tion in the St. Louis area. It 
began telecasting in June 1947. 


NEW YORK UNION LEADER 
IN PRISON EXPELLED BY AFL 


NEW YORK, April 24 (AP)— 
The AFL United Auto Workers 
Union has expelled John (John- 
ny Dio) Dioguardi, convicted ex- 
tortionist who last year was 
named by the union as its girec- 
tor for the New York metropoli- 
tan area.

Posthumously Awarded Medals 
Presented to ‘Lost’ Navy Flyer 


Cape Girardeau Airman Escaped ‘Plane 
Before Explosion After Being 
Shot Down in Korea. 


Medals which had been 
awarded Mr.-and Mrs. Roland 
G. Busch of Cape Girardeau 
(Mo.) by Naval authorities in 
December 1952, after their son, 
Lt. Roland G. Busch Jr., had 
been declared killed in action, 
were presented to the lieu- 
tenant himself in ceremonies 
at the ennual inspection of per- 
sonnel at the Naval Air Station 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field last 
night. 

Presentation of the medals— 
the Distinguished Flying Cross, 
the Gold Star in lieu of a second 
Air Medal and the Purple 
Heart—was made by R. Adm, 
Daniel V. Gallery, chief of Naval 
Air Reserve Training, Chicago. 
He said it was the first time in 
the Naval Air Reserve Command 
that medals, presented post- 
humously, were later presented 
personally. 


Asserting it was his duty “to 
correct a serious error made by 
the department a year and a 
half ago,” Adm. Gallery ac- 
cepted the medals which were 
returned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Busch and pinned them on Lt. 
Busch, 


‘No Doubt’ of His Death. 


The lieutenant was reported 
missing in May 1952 under cir- 
cumstances which left no doubt 
in the minds of Navy officials 
as to his death. His burning 
fighter plane had crashed in 
North Korea while on a search 
flight for his roommate aboard 
the carrier Valley Forge, Lt. H. 
E. Sterrett, who was present at 
last night’s ceremony. 


Lt. Sterrett, now stationed at 
Corpus Christi, Tex., had been 


reported missing after his plane 
had been struck by ground fire 
at the low point of a dive-bomb 
run. He parachuted in enemy 
territory and was captured. 
Lt. Busch, just returned to 
active duty following a rest 
leave to recuperate from burns 
suffered when an _ incendiary 
shell exploded in the cockpit 
his plane, volunteered for the 
search party organized to hunt 
his roommate. 
Hit by Small Arms Bullet. 
As he was flying low over the 
area where Lt. Sterrett’s plane 
had crashed, Lt. Busch lost con- 
sciousness when a small arms 
bullet creased his temple. He 
regained his senses, he said last 
night, to find his plane afire 
and clipping through the tops 
of trees» He lost speed and 
mushed into the trees and was 
able to abandon the plane sec- 
onds before it exploded. 
Despite severe burns and a 
“lump” on his upper right leg, 
which he thought was a bruise 
but later found to be a fracture, 
he hiked through enemy terri- 
tory for several days before 
being captured by the North 
Koreans. 
Following his capture, he was 
taken to the same detention 
camp as Lt. Sterrett and re- 
mained a prisoner of war until 
August 1953.

Berra, assistant secretary- 
treasurer of Local 688, Team- 
sters’ Warehouse Union, and for- 
merly business manager of the 
union’s Labor Health Institute, 
1127 Pine street, refused to tell.

Louis Science Fair at the Na- 
tional Science Fair at Lafayette, 
Ind., next month. 
Announcement of the choices 
was made at ceremonies last 
night closing the four-day fair, 
which was held in the Washing- 
ton University field house under 
sponsorship of the Post-Dispatch 
in co-operation with the univer- 
sity. 

Meltzer, a 16-year-old junior, 
and Miss Temme, 18, a senior, 
will display their exhibits at the 
national meeting May 13, 14 and 
15. Norman R. D. Jones, gen- 
eral chairman of the science 
fair, will accompany them. Their 
expenses will be paid by the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Jones estimated that about 
25,000 persons visited the fair 
this year, a marked increase 
over last year’s estimated at- 
tendance of 18,000. Elementary 
and high school students also 
made a record number of en- 
tries, a total of 1848. 

Prizes. awarded last night for 
outstanding exhibits were 20 
college seholarships with a total 
value of $20,500 and 464 cash 
awards amounting to $3111. 
Exhibited Electric Brain. 
Meltzer, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin Meltzer, 703 Westwood 
drive, Clayton, was honored for 
his exhibit titled “How. an Elec- 
tric Brain Works.” Miss Temme, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. LeRoy 
Temme, 5631 Hiller place, sub- 
mitted an exhibit describing the 
reproduction methods of differ- 
ent plants. 

Meltzer’s. entry, for which he 
won a cash prize, is a dia- 
gram of an electronic “brain” 
and a working modeF whieh he 
says has ar I1.Q: of six. “That 
is, it can add numbers up to a 
total of six,” he explained. 
The model contains 10 relays 
and 400 feet of wire. Meltzer, 
whose interest in computers 
was stirred last September by 
a magazine article on the sub- 
ject, said it is basically the 
same as most of the larger and 
more celebrated mechanical

Harold E. Stassen, director of foreign aid, has 
introduced a note of sanity into the discussion 
of India’s refusal to grant transit rights for 
American planes ferrying French troops to Indo- 
china. He says he will continue to support the 
Indian aid program, and that the United States 
must respect different points of view among the 
free nations if it is to lead them toward peace. 


Mr. Stassen’s position is entitled to the fullest 
support of the State Department and the Presi- 
dent even though he took issue with the Repub- 
lican leadership in the Senate. The three top 
Republicans in that chamber—Senators Know- 
land, Bridges and Ferguson—all joined in con- 
demning Prime Minister Nehru and the Indians 
for their decision. Senator Knowland went so 
far as to say that Nehru had given “aid and 
comfort” to the Communist world. 

Such a statement can be counted on to have 
just about as mischievous an effect upon Asia 
as possible, If the Indian people were cool to 
American policy in Indochina before—and that 
must have been the reason for Nehru’s refusal 
to aid that policy in a military way—surely they 
will be doubly so after Senator Knowland and 
other Republican cofgressional leaders have 
publicly accused them of betrayal. 

This is not, of course, the first time that Sena- 
tor Knowland in his overbearing way has under- 
taken to instruct the Asian peoples in their 
duties. He has often made the point that afy- 
body who is not for us must be against us. 

The truth is a good deal more complicated. 
The truth is that some nations, India especially, 
are in fact trying very hard not to be dominated 
by either party in the East-West conflict, The 
truth is that the Indians in this generation are 
trying to follow precisely the same policy which 
the United States followed in past generations— 
a policy of neutrality. 

It should be obvious that to castigate them 
for their neutrality does not make them less 
neutral. If anything, it drives them in the ditec- 
tion of the other side. 

Mr. Stasseh’s wiser and more temperate state- 
ment is a useful offset. It must be hoped that 

responsible Asians will understand that he speaks 
for the Administration, which is charged with 
the responsibility for the conduct of foreign pol- 
icy—whereas Senator Knowland speaks for Sen- 
ator Knowland. 
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Sad Note on a Fishing rip 

Going fishing in the Ozarks these spring days 
is a rather sad enterprise. Oh, there is water in 
the Current at Montauk and points below— 
enough, if not as much as is normal. The great 
subterranean rivers which well up in Missouri's 
famous springs are faithful even when drouth 
stops the usual surface run-off. And there are 
fish to be caught for the man who has the skill 
and hits on the lute which will attract them. 

But any angler who has more than fish on 
his mind—and all good ones have—cannot help 
noticing a certain poverty about a season which 
should be the most lush of them all. Driving 
across the Salem plateau, for example, he is 
bound to thrill to the delicate vernal yellow- 
green on the hills. But he will also notice that 
Nature has been niggardly about hanging out 
this lace—just as she seems niggardly this year 
about wild flowers and all the other enchant- 
ments with which she usually beguiles the mind 
from winter recollections. So many of the trees 
and shrubs are late in budding. And a closer 
look discloses that many will never bud again. 
They are dead. 

Nor is the reason hidden. For miles and miles 
along Highway 19—one of those winding hill 
roads favored by those who will spend a little 
time for beautiful vistas instead of the distrac- 
tions of billboards, filling stations and freight 
trucks—every creek and brook is dry, its bot- 
tom covered with sand as loose as the desert’s. 

It’s rain that Missouri needs, and not only 
rain to raise the levels of its fishing streams. 
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Where Help Is Needed 


For perhaps the next six months to a year, 
the Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer District is 
going to need the firmest kind of support from 
both the city and county administrations. And 
since the district was created by the voters of 
city and county,-there ought to be no hesitation 
in either City Hall or Courthouse in giving this 
hew governmental unit every possible assistance. 

The district’s principal difficulty is financial. 
It is expected to take over all existing sewer 
facilities on July 1, but it will not begin to re- 
ceive tax revenue until sometime in December. 
And since it is a new political subdivision whose 
validity is as yet untested by the courts, it is 
almost sure to have difficulty borrowing suffi- 
cient funds to meet its needs for the period be- 
tween July and December. 

This means that it probably will be forced to 
ask existing sewer districts to continue main- 
tenance and operation, and to contract with city 
and county for inspection of construction that 
already is under way, or for other necessary 
services. A year from.now, though, the district 
ought to have money in the bank and it can as- 
sume all the responsibilities the people have 
handed it. All it needs is a little help between 
now and then. 
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Trouble in the TV Realm 

The boom for ultra high frequency television 
stations has become a boomerang in many cases. 
An association representing these stations re- 
ports that one sixth of them have turned back 
their federal operating permits. They could not 
make ends meet. 

Consequently, the association has asked the 
FCC to stop granting more station permits until 
Congress can investigate conditions in the TV 
industry. 

Two years ago the Federal Communications 
Commission set aside a flock of UHF channels, 
apart from the 12 original very high frequency 
(VHF) channels on which television had oper- 
ated until then. This decision was based partly 
on interference between earlier stations, and in 
large measure on the sudden demand for more 
and more station permits. Some 300 UHF sta- 
tions have since been authorized. 

The trouble in which mahy of these stations 
now find themselves is explained in two ways. 
UHF operators feel they were given a second- 
class part of the radio spectrum, because tele- 
vision set owners had to buy special equipment 
to receive the new stations. But economic prob- 
lems are also raised, and they loom higher. 

Those UHF stations which have progressed 
have managed to offer good programs, and these 
in turn induced the audience to convert their 
sets for UHF reception. But television is an ex- 
pensive and increasingly competitive business. 
Good programs cost money and often involve 
network affiliations which cannot be spread 
around among all competitors. 

In the end it turns‘out that there is nothing 


automatically golden about a television license 
from the FCC. That is an economic lesson from 
the TV boom. It would not take much of a con- 
gresgsional investigation to produce the evidence. 
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A. Goasenko Down Under? 


The Soviet Union's rupture of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Australia need not affect any nations 
except those two, and it seems unlikely that it 
will. 

Canceivably there could be some difficulty 
over the Geneva conference, which both nations 
are expected to attend. But if that conference 
ean be attended by Communist China, which has 
diplomatic relations with very few of the other 
participants, then the absence of ambassadors 
in Moscow and Canberra need not make any dif- 
ference, either. 

That the Kremlin resorted to the extreme step 
of breaking off relations shows as well as any- 
thing that the desertion of Viadimir Petrov, 
third secretary of the Soviet embassy in Can- 
berra, has really hurt. The Communists first 
cried that he and his wife had been kidnaped 
by Australian authorities. They next cried, in 
contradiction of themselves, that he was an em 


‘ bezzler and forger who, having pilfered state 


funds, sought political asylum to cover up his 
crimes. 

This is exactly what the Communists said about 
Igor Gouzenko when he deserted to Canada. The 
purpose is obvious. Petrov took with him sheafs 
of documents which are now in the hands of the 
Australian Government, and will undoubtedly 
provide useful information about either espion- 
age or the Australian Communist party. The cry 
of “Forger!” from the Kremlin is clearly intended 
to discount in advance any embarrassing revela- 
tions from this source. 

After Gouzenko deserted and tipped off the 
Canadian spy ring, the Russians withdrew their 


. ambassador and the Canadians followed suit. It 


was seven years before full diplomatic represen- 
tation was renewed. On the other hand, when 
Russia broke off with Israel in 1953, relations 
were resumed five months later. The future of 
Soviet-Australian relations probably depends 
upon whether Petrov turns out to be another 
Gouzenko. 
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A Pledge He Did Not Keep 
In his column in Friday’s Post-Dispatch, Thom- 
as L. Stokes recalled a speech of Senator Mec- 
Carthy on the floor of the Senate, Feb. 20, 1950, 
that is particularly pertinent just now, Here is 
the four-year-old McCarthy quotation: 


I will not say anything on the Senate floor 
which I will not say off the floor. On the 
day when I take advantage of the securi 
we have on the Senate floor, on that day 
will resign from the Senate. Anything I say 
on the floor of the Senate at any time will 
be repeated off the floor. 


This speech needs to be recalled just now be- 
cause Assistant Secretary of Defense Hensel has 
challenged Senator McCarthy to speak without 
the protection of senatorial immunity and there- 
upon to be sued by Mr. Hensel for remarks 
about him whieh Mr, Hensel says are “bare- 
faced lies.” 

Our guess is that if the Senator would now 
keep his pledge to fesign he would make the 
state of Wisconsin the happiest state in the 
Union! Hew about it up there in Madison and 
Milwaukee, Sheboygan and Appleton, Superior 
and Baraboo, Eau Claire and Kenosha? How 
about it, La Crosse and Green Bay and Janes- 
ville and Oshkosh? 
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Bi-State Fight on Smoke? 


As more and more cities study the St. Louis 
anti-cmoke ordinance and adopt their versions of 
it, only one cinder remains in the local eye. It 
is the lack of anything like a similarly compre- 
hensive law on the other side of the Mississippi. 
So if the wind is in that quarter, the result of 
our self-discipline is badly fogged. 

But if Missouri Legislature had provided as 
well for the Bi-State agency as Illinois has done, 
an effective instrument of improvement might be 
at hand. True, St. Louis adopted its anti-smoke 
law as an item of necess housecleaning within 
its own limits. The hope was that all neighbor- 
ing communities would follow this example. 

Since they did not, the bi-state approach is_ 
suggested by the example of New York. Gov. 
Dewey has just approved a bill authorizing the 
Interstate Sanitary Commission to study smoke 
and air pollution in the New York metropolitan 
area. The actual start of the undertaking is con- 
tingent on the adoption by the New Jersey Leg- 
islature of a similar measure which it now has 
under consideration. 

Missouri and Illinois already have a bi-state 
agency whose scope probably is broad enough 
for a similar project in the St. Louls area—or in 
those parts of it where effective action against 
smoke has not yet been taken. The difficulty is 
that Jefferson City has been somewhat less than 
enthusiastic in its support. The possibility of fur- 
ther progress toward really clean air, however, 
is one more inducement of those who believe in 
the improvement of this region to persevere in 
their efforts on behalf of the Bi-State Agency. 
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Up to the Going Rate 


It would be too much to expect that the pro- 
posed new comprehensive pay plan for &t. 
Louis city employes will satisfy everybody, but 
in general there should be few complaints. For 
one thing, the plan provides the going rate of 
private industry for electricians and other labor 
tradesmen, and this is as it should be. For 
another, it omits such objectionable features of 
the old plan as decreases in sick leave and vaca~ 
tion time for many employes and the elimina- 
tion of such benefits for others. Now that the 
city expects to be in a position to meet the added 
cost of the plan for at least another year, it is 
only simple justice that inequities in the wages 
and working conditions of employes should be 
done away with, 
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Another Hitch in Slum Clearance 

Housing Administrator Albert Cole has gone 
to bat against another one of those gimmicks 
that have a way of creeping into housing bills. 
He asks a Senate subcommittee to eliminate 
from an appropriations bill a clause added by 
the House which limits the use of slum clearance 
funds to residential purposes. Mr. Cole says this 
would knock out at least 82 projects planned 
for next year and w a cloud of doubt over 
othets planned for the future. 

In most cases of urban redevelopment, slum 
clearance projects are primarily residential. But 
if they are good projects they will also in- 
clude recreational facilities, park space or com- 
mercial enterprises. It is sound policy to make 
sure that the Government does not subsidize 
private profit in such phases of redevelopment, 
but this surely does not require legislation so 
restrictive as to impair the whole program, It 
is to be hoped that the Senate will heed Mr. 
Cole’s appeal for workable legislation,

Just Not Enough Teachers 


The Mirror

Serious lack of qualified teachers threatens educational system 
throughout Missouri; state ranks low in portion of income go- 
ing to schools and private industry draws teachers away; 
P.-T.A. state congress shows how to rescue public education.

and Missouri Association of School Boards 


Missouri public schools generally are 
not able to secure enough fully quali- 
fied teachers to teach our children. This 
situation is largely the result of the in- 
ability of school districts to pay suffi- 
cient salaries. 


In the next five years we are going 
to need at least twice as many teachers 
as our colleges will graduate; many of 
such graduates do not accept teaching 
positions, and many take positions in 
other states. This is an extremely 
serious problem, because the welfare 
of the children and the state depends 
largely upon the quality of school in- 
struction. 


According to standards now generally 
accepted throughout much of the nation 
a fully qualified teacher is one who has 
at least a four-year college degree and 
has taken the proper training to meet 
fully the degrée level certification stan- 
dards for the particular grade level and 
subjects he teaches. 

The Missouri Congress of Parents and 
Teachers and thé Missouri Association 
of School Boards believé this is a sound 
position, and the statement therefore 
represents what these organizations 
mean by “fully qualified teacher.” 

There are several reasons why schools 
are unable to provide enough fully qual- 
ified teachers for all of our children, 
a the reasons are the following: 

1. The services of professiona 
trained teachers have to be bought on 
an open market. Business and industry 
bid for the services of college gfadu- 
ates, and most schools are not financial- 
ly able to meet this competition. 

(a) Eight hundred thirty-three teach- 
ers started teaching in the high school 
districts of Missouri during the school 
year 1952-53; the average annual salary 
of these teachers, 580 of whom had 
four years of college work, was $2344. 

(b) Here is an example of a woman 
teacher in a city large enough to em- 
ploy more than 125 teachers and where 
at least average conditions could be as- 
sumed to exist. This teacher, with a 
bachelor’s degree (for teaching) and 
with several years of teaching experi- 
ence, received for the school year 1952- 
53, before federal tax deductions, a 
salary of $2300. 

(c) In most school districts a young 
man with a family cannot make a go of 
it financially on a teacher’s salary. 

women teachers also have family 
obligations which cannot be met on the 
average salary in teaching. 

(d) Teachers’ salaries in Missouri are 
below the national average by about 
$550 per teacher per year. 

(e) Some high school graduates, the 
past several years, have been able to 
secure jobs in which the salary is as 
much or more than their téachers re- 
ceived. There is not much incentive to 
da for teaching in a situation like 


(f) About one out of each four or five 
of our teacher-education graduates goes 
to another state to teach. 

2. Some of the additional reasons why 


we have a serious teacher shortage prob- 
lem are as follows: 

(a) Teaching and managing children 
involves almost constant tension on the 
job 9 many hours outside the regular } 


day. 

(b) Many school buildings offer a 
poor environment for a wholesome 
teaching-learning situation, and fre- 
quently equipment and supplies needed 
in a modern school program are fot pro- 
vided adequately. ! 

(c) In some schools the number of 
pupils per teacher is much in excess of 
the appropriate 25 to 30, thus consti- 
tuting an almost impossible situation 
for the teacher and, of course, poorer 
education for our children. 

3. Intensifying our teacher shortage 
problem is the fact that school enroll- 
ment in Missouri will increase about 
100,000 the next five or six years. With- 
in three or four years the increase will 
begin to affect the high school. 

The solution to the problem will in- 
volve the following: 

1. Many schools must have larger 
budgets for instructional salaries. 

2. In some cases teaching loads need 
to be lightened through employing addi- 
tional teachers, 

3. Many districts need more adequate 
buildings, equipment, and supplies. 

4. Many, many more high school 
graduates must take college programs 
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prepare for teaching. This will hap- 
pen only if teaching can be made more 
attractive in every way. 

5. We need a plan which will guaran- 
tee adequate school programs to all chil- 
dren and will spread the financial bur- 
den fairly among all the people. 

We cannot overcome this shortage of 
qualified teachers as long as Missouri 
ranks lower than most of the other 
states in the portion of our income go- 


- ing to public schools. On a statewide 


basis and in many local communities 
we must attack this problem realistical- 
ly and do it now. 

If we do not, we will have to keep fill- 
ing teaching positions by employing per- 
sons who are not properly qualified. 
This process can lead only to poor edu- 
cation for our children, a further low- 
ering of the prestige of the teacher, 
fewer young people preparing for teach- 
ing, a lack of fespect for the schools, 
and less enthusiastic public support of 
education, 

But these undesirable conditions need 
not exist, and they will not exist long 
if all citizens combine their efforts in 
behalf of programs which will provide 
a er financial structure for our chil- 
dren’s schools.

Voyage of the ‘Beagle 

JEMMY BUTTON yy, Benjamin Subercaseaux. [Mac- 
milian, 382 pgs., $4.) 

It is a pleasure to be able to invite 
the attention of readers, surfeited with 
routine costume fiction, to a historical 
novel that is not only good but different 
—<different in its setting, different in 
its treatment and virtually unique in 
its general atmosphere. Partly this 
may be attributed to the fact that the 
story was written by a distinguished 
Chilean novelist Who is not a slave to 
(or perhaps is unaware of) our assem. 
bly-line “historicals.” Instead, this 
book makes its appeal strictly on its 
narrative interest and its very unusual 
background. : 

Senor Subercaseaux has found him- 
self an extremely out-.of-the-way theme 
indeed. His hero ig a real-life British 
sea captain, Robert Fitz-Roy, who ex- 
plored the desolate country around Cape 
Horn just over a century ago. He was 
especially drawn to the storm-swept 
island of Tierra del Fuego, and took 
four of its inhabitants, among them 
Jemmy Button, to Britain with him. 

The book tells of the rather unfortu- 
nate impact of civilization on these say- 
ages, and of the repeated disappoint- 
ments suffered by Captain Fitz-Roy. 
Finally out estimable captain, on the 
historic voyage of the Beagle with 
Charles Darwin, returned his charges 
to the inaccessible island whence they 
came. :; 

This very brief summary should give 
some indication of the genuinely whus- 
ual subject matter of this book. The 
author tells his tale with a minimum 
of lily-gilding or highfalutin prose but 
succeeds in endowing his characters 
(including Mr. Darwin) with a rich vt- 
a of their own. Most pleasurable 
of all, however, is the vivid manner in 
which he pictures the far places of the 
earth where his story begins and ends. 

“Jemmy Button” is a rare book that 
really takes you out of yourself into a 
world of long ago and far away. This 
reviewer has no hesitation in describing 
it as one of the most fascinating his- 
torical novels he has read in years.

The Rev. 0. W. Wagner in Tokyo 
Hotel Goes Through Earthquake 


The Rev. Dr. O. Walter Wag- 
ner went through a severe 
earthquake in Tokyo on Palm 
Sunday eve, April 10, h® writes 
to the Church Page. 

“IT had just got to bed, 9:56 
p.m., When there was a rocking 
and rumbling of the city,” he 
said. “I felt for the first time 
what an eerie sensation it is to 
feel the very foundations of the 


what was happening. My first 
reaction was that an H-bomb 
might have been exploded in the 
area. Then I realized the whole 
nine-story hotel building (Ma- 
runouchi Hotel) was shaking. 
Japanese attendants took it 
calmly, There was no damage 
—just a terrible indication of 
man’s inseécurity.” 


Took Bees for Korea. 

The Rev.. Dr. Wagner, execu- 
tive director of the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Church Federation, 
went to Tokyo the first week of 
April with a plane-load of bees 
for Korea, It. was a joint proj- 
ect of Church World Service 
and Heifer Project. 

His plane left Oakland, Calif., 
April 5, and carried 200 colonies 
of bees (1,500,000 bees), 500 rab- 
bits and 75 goats. The rabbits 
were too closely packed, and 
when the plane stopped at 
Honolulu, the Rev. Dr. Wagner 
helped eight other men repack 
them. He also helped feed the 
goats.

TUCSON, Ariz., April 24 (AP) 
~The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion’s “middle of the road” pro- 
gram has diminished the threat 
of World War III and averted 
national bankruptcy at home, 
says Vice President Nixon. 

But he declared in a speech 
last night the Republican policy 
must be reaffirmed by the voters 
or there will be a swing far to 
the left. 

Nixon, speaking to a Young 
Republican conference attended 
by delegates from 11 western 
states, said the Democratic 
party now is controlled by its 
left-wing faction. That group, 
he asserted, has a strong social- 
istic tendency. 

Covering a wide variety of 
subjects, Nixon insisted that the 
stakes of the fighting in Indo- 


china are “as high as they have 
been in any battle or war in the 
history of mankind.” It could 
decide whether the Communists 
will start a third world war, he 
added, 


“There is only one threat to 
peace—it comes from the men 
in the Kremlin and Peiping,” 
said Nixon. “If it were no for 
them, there would be no threat 
of war. 

“What had the previous Ad- 
ministration done? We found. 
that in seven years the Truman 
Administration has lost 600,- 
000,000 people to the Commu- 


nists. We were engaged in war\ing next Tuesday.

Chorus of the Frogs 


A Sound of Spring 


By Leonard Hall 


FEW nights ago, just as a big yellow moon 
topped Buford Mountain, grandson Ricky 


and I whistled up the dogs and went for a 


hike down the road to the creek. The evening 
‘ was fine and warm 

—and a couple of 

days earlier there 


rain to fill 
pond and leave a 
few inches of water 
in every depression 
in the road ditches. 
This is the signal 
for the frogs to 
start the new sea- 
son's brood, travel- 
ing to the water to 
lay their eggs in 
great clusters or 
long chains or bou- 
quets attached to 
the reeds and 
grasses in the shallows. When we paused to 
listen, we could hear a half-dozen different mem- 
bers of the “order Salientia” as they peeped, 
trilled, croaked or otherwise announced their 
presence to some female of the species.

MOST UNIVERSAL of these musicians of the 
spring evening are the peepers; little fellows 
which never grow to much more than an inch 
in length but puff out their throats like tiny toy 
balloons to make a surprising amount of noise. 
On a still spring night the call of the peeper can 
be heard for a full mile. His scientific name, 
hyla crucifer,; is descriptive of the cross-shaped 
mark found on his back. It seems to me, although 
I've never seen written evidence of the fact, 
that the peeper is susceptible to both rainfall 
and temperature. More than once, since we've 
lived at Possum Trot, we’ve known a warm rain 
in early January to set this little fellow singing 
in the rain-pools. And later in the spring, at 
the height of the singing season, will come a2 
night of swiftly dropping temperature. The 
singing persists, though in diminishing volume, 
as the mercury descends. At 32 degrees, only an 
occasional “peep” will be heard and when the 
thermometer reaches 30 degrees, the little frogs 
fall silent. 


ee ee: 


THE TREE TOAD OR TREE FROG, hyla 
versicolor, is closely related to the peeper and 
is only, slightly larger, reaching a length of 
about two inches. It has a more musical song; 
a long-sustained trill which somehow carries a 
note of profound melancholy and yet is one of 
our favorite sounds in nature. Tree frogs also 
go to the“ponds to breed, but otherwise prefer 
the tree-tops. They are adapted for climbing 
with tiny suction pads on the end of each toe 
which can be seen clearly under close examina- 
tion. They also, as the name “versicolor” indi- 
cates, have the ability to change color in accord- 
ance with their environment. Like the peeper, 
they furnish food for many of the wading birds, 
for game fish, for the racoon—who is an ac- 
complished fisherman in his own right—and 
probably for some of the hawks and owls. And 
in their turn, both are valuable for the large 
number of insects which they harvest: 

x= &« 

TT IS STILL TOO EARLY for the big bull- 
‘frogs, but several other members of this family 
have repaired to the ponds for their mating sea- 
son. Among these are the meadow frog, green 
and pickrel frogs, each with its characteristic 
call. Meadow and green frogs grow to fair size 
and are sometimes taken for food, although 
neither can compare with old “rana catesbiana,” 
which sports a pair of legs that may be well over 
10 inches in length. The pickrel frog secretes 
a substance which is considered poisonous by 
many people and is not popular with the frog 
hunter. All of these smaller frogs, in fact, un- 
doubtedly have greater economi¢é value as in- 
sect eaters than as food for human beings. 

Most musical of all these spring singers is, by 
some odd happenstance, also the homeliest. This 
is “bufo americanus,” the common toad of our 
vegetable and flower gardens. The legend of 
the “jewel” in the head of the common toad 
probably arose from the sweetness of its voice, 
which is certainly one of the most beautiful 
sounds in nature. The call is a fairly short, 
high, clear trill in a single key arid often, if 
you'll listen on a quiet April evening, you may 
locate as many as a dozen toads blending their 
voices in a spring symphony. Incidentally, you 
won't get warts from handling a toad and can 
easily make a pet of the one which lives at the 
entrance to your ‘garden. He likes to have his 
head and back scratched gently. 

All of these small amphibians have real eco- 
nomic value, not only as insect eaters but 
because they serve as buffers for more valuable 
species by’ providing food for many kinds of 
wildlife. All you need do to be convinced 
of this is to watch a great blue heron finishing 
the marshy edge of a pond, or to mark the track 
of the wily coon in the soft sand or mud along 
the creek bank.

ALTHOUGH MOST of the waterfowl and 
shorebirds have gone north, occasionally on these 
warm April evenings we will hear the call of 
killdeer and greater yellowlegs as they circle 
above the big pond. There are also stray visitors, 
as when a lone snow goose dropped in last week 
and stayed for two days. This beautiful bird 
didn’t seem to be injured in any way, nor did 
he show much fear of éither humans or dogs. 
The setter pup, Tiger, swam out to investigate 
the goose, but it was an entirely new experience 
for him and he'd swim to within perhaps 10 
yards, then turn his head to look at me and 
head for shore again. The snow goose swam 
gerenely on and paid no attention whatever to 
the pup, finally climbing out on the dam on the 
far side to graze on the greenery there.

TOP WAFFLES WITH GRAPEFRUIT OR [aa awe FOR A TANGY FINISH TO A LUNCH- 


OME one remarked at the 

Sunday breakfast table re- 

cently that waffles are now 
more often served as a dessert 
that for breakfast. 


Actually I am not certain that 
waffles were designed originally 
for breakfast. Among colonial 
aritiques we find long-handled 
iron molds in which only one 
small waffle at a time could be 
baked. The only old recipe that 
I have been able to find is more 
like a sweet pastry than a 
breakfast bread. 


The standard type of waffle 
that we make today is suitable 
for serving with syrup or honey 
for breakfast or with a sauce for 
dessert. It may also be used as 
a foundation for creamed meat 
or fish as a main luncheon or 
supper dish. ‘ 


An interesting combinatiqn of 


waffles and orange sauce ‘with 
sour cream or creamy cottage 
cheese was featured as a dessert 
at a recent supper party. The 
recipe for this is given today. 
In berry season, crushed sweet- 
ened fruit instead of a hot sauce 
may be used. If you have ‘an 
electric waffle iron you will en- 
joy making your dessert, except 
for the sauce, at the table. 
Waffles. 


Two and one-half cups sifted 
flour, four teaspoons baking 
powder, one teaspoon salt, one 
tablespoon sugar, one-half cup 
shortening, melted, three eggs, 
well beaten, one and one-half 
cups milk. 

Mix and sift dry ingredients. 
Stir shortening into well-beaten 
eggs. Add milk. Stir in dry in- 
gredients, all at: one time, beat- 
ing until smooth. Bake in hot 
waffle iron until no steam es- 


capes between edges. Serve with 
Orange Sauce. Yield: About 
eight waffles. 


Orange Sauce. 


One tablespoon  connstarch, 
one-half cup sugar, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one cup orange 
juice, two teaspoons. grated 
orange rind, two tablespoons 
butter or margarine, one orange, 


sectioned, sour cream or 
creamed cottage cheese, 
Combine cornstarch, sugar 


and salt in saucepan. Blend in 
orange juice gradually, Add or- 
ange rind. Cook over medium 
heat until mixture comes to a 
boil, stirring constantly. Remove 
from heat and add butter and 
orange sections. Reheat and 
serve over waffles spread with 
sour cream or creamed cottage 
cheese.

On Getting More Space. 

ROUBLE with a _ growing 

family is that as it grows 

the house should grow with 
it. This seldom occurs and one 
fine day you wake up to realize 
that if you don’t get more room 
in a hurry‘ you are all going to 
go crazy. 

This is not a very difficult 
situation if you have a lot of 
money—you just go out and buy 
a bigger house. If you don’t 
have a lot of money then the 
problem is to get additional liv- 
ing space in your present home 
without spending any more 
money than you have to. 

If you have an unfinished at- 
tic turning this into a couple of 
rooms is about the least exzpen- 
sive way to add more space. If 
you have a basement that is nice 
and dry this can be turned into 
one or more comfortable day 
rooms. 

Open porches and breezeways 
offer a good means of expansion 
for if they are roofed over it’s 
not too difficult or expensive a 
job to close them in to make 
year-around rooms. 

If the breezeway connects to 
a garage it may be more practi- 
cal to turn the garage into a 
room for human beings than to 
take up all this valuable space 
just to house the family car. 
The beauty of expanding into 
the garage is that with the pos- 
sible addition of a few windows 
and a slightly smaller door, no 
great degree of outside struc- 
tural work is required. 

In looking around for addi- 
tional space remember that it’s 
usually less expensive to work 
with what you have than to add 
other rooms to the house. The 
cost of lifting a roof to obtain 
mong space in the attic is usual- 
ly a good deal less expensive 
than adding a room of equal 
size to the house which will re- 
quire new foundations, roof, etc.

Asked by East why he had not 
doubled, West gave the classic 
answer—he had been afraid of 
the clubs. 

With only rare exceptions, 
there is nothing in this sort of 
reasoning. Competent oppo- 
nents — and East-West in this 
case were Life Masters—do not 
need an opposing double to tell 
them what their best contract 
is, i.e., if they have already con- 
cluded that their best fit is in 
hearts (say), they don’t run to 
five clubs simply because of a 
double, and if they prefer clubs, 
they go on to that spot whether 
or not the heart bid was dou- 
bled. 


The only net result of West's 
“philosophy of caution” was to 
waste the tremendous advantage 
that East’s pre-emptive opening 
had happened to give his side. 
The three-spade bid was a dan- 
gerous stretch, but that is just 
the point—if East got caught, 
he would pay heavily for his 
rashness, and so he was entitled 
to the full reward when his bid 
actually resulted in throwin 
the opponents completely of 
balance.

HE annual Clean-Up, Fix-Up,

Tucker’s recent appointment of 
a permanent clean-up commit- 
tee, emphasizes once again the 
importance of community sani- 
tation. 


A neighborhood made. up of 
clean, - well-kept homes, P ay 
yards and alleys creates its 
people a sense of physical, men- 
tal and social well-being. It is a 
neighborhood you are proud to 
live in and bring up your chil- 
dren. But such an environment 
can only be achieved and main- 
tained through the co-operation 
and activé participation of every 
citizen—365 days a year—year 
in and year out.

DURING the past several dec- 
ades community awareness of 
the need for good environmen- 
tal sanitation has resulted in the 
purification of the water supply, 
proper sewage disposal, and pro- 
tection of the ¢ity’s food and 
milk supply. As a result typhoid 
fever and certain other enteric 
diseases have been almost erad- 
icated. 

In a city the size of St. Louis, 
where 868,000 people live in a 
small compact area, the amount 
of rubbish and garbage produced 
each day is enormous. If only 
a small part of this refuse is 
disposed of in an insanitary 
manner the health of the whole 
community may be endangered. 

The elimination of these in- 
sanitary conditions demands in- 
dividual effort and’ the individ- 
ual’s assumption of a greater 
degree of responsibility for his 
own as well as his family’s 
health.

AT THE TIME James became 
England’s monarch, there was 
much talk about a new English 
translation of the Bible. There 
had been English versions under 
the names of Wycliffe, Tyndale, 
Coverdale and others, but many 
persons in Great Britain felt 
that something better was need- 
ed. King James was asked 
about the idea, and said that he 
liked it. He added that he 
never had seen a Bible “well 
translated in -English.” 

Many scholars and writers had 
worked on a translation during 
the reign of Elizabeth. This was 
known as the Bishops’ Bible, 
and it was used to a very large 
extent as the base for the next 
translation. Seven years after 
James became the British mon- 
arch, the Authorized Version, 
also known as the King James 
Version, wag published. 

Despite the fact that his name 
appears, James had nothing to 
do with the work of translating.
